Fears Greece May Intervene in

War on the Side of Entente

Powers.

ATHENS, Aup. 6. New moves of the
greatest Importance are anticipated In

the Near East.
The British, French. Russian and Ital-

ian Minister at Athens made a collec
tive visit to M. Oounarls, the Greek
premier, today and made united repre-

sentations regarding the political situa-
tion.

He says It had been hoped Roumanla

would fulfill Its treaty obligations or
preserve, at least, an upright and well-u-uhi-

neutrality, but that the con
trary came to pass.

Before Russia's Uallcla defeat
Roumanla would have been a military
factor In with the Mus-
covites, he says, but that tlmo Is past
and her military and political value as
an opponent of Germany Is vanishing.

Registry to

Ship At Stake.

The announcement from Paris that a
French prise court had confirmed the
selturo of the American steamer Dacla
as a fair prise, found tho Btate De-

partment preparing to protest tho de-

cision, which carries with it forfeiture
of the vessel.

It Is planned to make this a test case
of the right of a neutral country to
grant registry to a betllgercnt-owho- d

merchant ship.
The Dacla's cotton cargo Is not in-

volved. Before tho Dacla sailed from
Galveston last spring for Rotterdam,
Great Britain announced that tho
cargo, consigned for Bremen, would not
bo detained, tho announcement being
binding upon Franco. Tho French
government purchased tho cotton
through a special appropriation, and
llrst payments to Its owners wero made
today at the State Department.

The issue In the Dacla case In the
right of tho United States Government
to permit registry under its flag of a
vessel formerly owned by ahe Hamburg-America- n

Steamship Company, a Ger-
man corporation, but declared to have
been sold to an American citizen.

The British government, which has
sunctloned such transfers in wartime,
could not consistently selre the Dacla.
Franco has always held that the trans-
fer of a .merchant ship to a neutral
power must have been effected at least
thirty days before the outbreak of hos-
tilities In order to obtain recognition by
belligerents.

At the beginning of the present war
tho United States served notice on tho
belligerents that as theyhad not con-
sented to observe the unratified decla-
rations of London as a whole, this Gov-
ernment would not be bound by them.

The British steam-
er Cortcllo has been sunk by Ger-
man submarine. Captain Ponwlll and
seven of her crew were landed today.

The Costello was 1,691-to- n steel
steamer owned by the Atlantic and
Eastern Steamship Company and regis-
tered at Liverpool. She was built In
1WR and was 245 feet long.

One member of the crew was
drowned In getting Into the second
boat, which later landed tho chief of-
ficer and twelve others of the crew.
